streets. It % Council’s earnest 
desire to obtain more buses and 
trains and not to try and pre. 
vent them from operating. 


Thirdly, Mr Joiner refers to 
Cr Bond and myself as the 


“prains trust.” A -compliment to |, 


which we are not entitled as we 
have never, at any time, claim. 
ed to be experts on transport. 
However, we don’t think it 
would take an expert to see that 
it is the bus service itself 
not us, that needs sharpening 
up. : 


Fourthly, Mr Joiner then

I felt this was due, 
apparently, to mismanagement 
and an explanation of these 
losses were not mentioned in Mr 
Joiner’s letter.

It must also be stated that it 
is quite untrue to say that we 
have ‘criticised the bus service. 
Our concern has been to give 
voice to the needs of the com.

that the majority of residents 
support our views that the bus 
service is poor.. 


“That the service in Altona is 
poor,” are the very words that 
the Co-ordinator of Transport, 
Mr Brown, used and another 
fact that Mr. Joiner failed to 
state. 


As long as this situation re. 
mains and the people haye con. 
fidence ty allow us to continue 
in office, we shall consider it 


‘our duty to do all that is pos- 


sible to improve the transport 
facilities in Altona. We believe 
that it is one of the biggest ob. 
stacles to progress in our Shire 
and we must not fail if we want 
Altona to be a prosperous com- 
munity and not one crippled by 
Poor accessibility. 


Finaliy, Jet us say that the 
‘resolution asking for the can. 
cellation of the bus service li- 
‘cense was designed to bring mat 
ters to a head since all other

STATE STAMP TAX ON 
COUNCILS IS UNFAIR 
Municipal councils were 
strongly opposed to the payment 
of State stamp duties which 
represented another direc, and 
unfair tax burden on ratepayers 
the President of the Municipal 
Association Cr Howard Dawson) 

said this week. * 

Cr Dawson said. thé Associa- 
tion was pressing the | State 
Government to give Councils 
complete exemption from all 
forms of stamp duty. Although 
they were exempt from fixing 
duty stamps on receipts for 
rates ‘Councils had to pay stanip_ 
duty on receipts for sanitary, 
garbage and other charges, in 
addition, Councils had to pay 
substantial stamp duties on the 
transfer of titles of land acquir. 
ed for recreation reserves and 
other public purposes even ii 
the land was a eift from a 
public spirited citizen. 


In one of-many ‘cases -brought, 
to.the Association’s notice a 
Council had to pay £880 in 
stamp duty, assessed at gift 
rates :when an area of land for 
a recreation reserve was accept. 
ed as q gift from the executors 
of a will, said Cr Dawson. 

The overall! mount involvcd 
was but a small fraction of the 
£12.4 million g ycar the State 
received in stamp duty, added 
Cr Dawson. On the other hand 
as far as the Councils were con- 
cerned it represented a consider.”

The 58th Annual Report and 
Balance Sheet of the Royal Life 
Saving Society, Victoria Branch, 
was published recently and a 
copy received by the Altona LSC. 


In his repert the Hon. Secre. 
tary, Mr. E. A. Pleydell, MBE, 
JP, Said: “During the year end- 
ed 3ist May, 1962, 105 people 
were rescued from drowning and 
2706 received first aid treatment 
at the various club houses, 1306 
eases dealt with were for cut 
feet caused by broken bottles. 
Many of these cases were serious 
with the result that it was found 
necessary to tranSport 123 to 
hospital for further , freatment. 
The problem of broken bottles on 
our beaches continues to be one 
to which no answer has yet been 
found, and we must again ap- 
peal to members of the public 
who visit the beaches to ‘clear 
up before clearing out,’ by plac- 
ing all‘ rubbish (particularly 
bottles) in receptacles placed on 
the beach.” * 


The feeling in Altona is that 
the “Operation Beach Clean” 


tona Life Saving Ciub and spon- 
sored by the Shire Council has 
gone a long way to solving the 
problem. 


The Altona Club treated 93 
first-aid cases, out of which only 
six were for cut feet, or a little 
aver one in 16. 


‘the overal figures’ for all 
life saving v.ubs were 2706 cases 
at which 1306 were cut feet, or 
approximately half. Two years 
ago before the beach cleaning 
campaign started, Altona Ciub 
eaten 68 cases of cut feet. 


‘These figures prove conclusive- 
ly ‘the value of the campaign in 
ltona and, if every bayside 
council coud be persuaded to ad. 
opt q Similar scheme, the pro- 
,portion of cut feet would go 
‘down accordingly. 

The records of each club are 
well worth publishing and show 
that some beaches’ are certainly 
in, need of some scheme or 
other.
